Oar Aral page illustration this week is that of of the well- 
known chestnut horse Springbok, by Australian, out of 
Hester, by Lexington, formerly the property of Col. Mc¬ 
Daniel, the head of the McDaniel confederacy. As an all¬ 
round performer, and useful campaigner, he was perhaps the 
best the worthy colonel has ever owned, and his contribut¬ 
ions since the spring of 1873, have summed up a good figure 
on the credit side of the racing accounts. Springbok in his 
three-year-old career, had to cope against the mighty Tom 
Bowling, and when they met, the Kentuckian was always 
the winner. His first aDoearance as a three-year-old in 1878, 


in 1 -40^, Springbok won the second in 1.48, and distanced 
the filly in the third heat in 1.484. This was his last appear¬ 
ance until June, 1874, when at Jerome Park, he took a hand 
in at the Jockey Club Handicap Sweepstakes, with 111 
pounds to carry, and giving weight to all of his year. 
Preakness however came out as fresh as paint after his 


peared In the confederacy colors. June 16th, Purse $700, 
one mile and three-quarters, beat Mate, Fellowcraft, Utica, 
and Woodbine, both Springbok and Mate carrying an extra 
7 pounds. Time, 8.144. June 80th in a Free Handicap 
Sweepstakes, with $600 added, he gave Lizzie Lucas nine 
pounds and a beating, the distance, one mile and five-eights, 
being run in 2.58. Col. McDaniel then started on a foraging 
expedition to Utica with Springbok, Katie Pease, and Mattie 


day at even weight, 100 pounds, over a mile and a half 
course, for a $500 purse, and the former won easily. 
On Juno 10th he won a mile heat race for a $700 purse, with 
odds of 6 to 1 on him, from Spindrift, Big Fellow, and Bill 
Bruce. Wc next find him at Saratoga commencing work on 
the first day of the meeting, in the All-Aged Sweepstakes, 
the same race he had won the previous year. He was made 
a hot favorite against Olitipa, Mate, and Orinstead, and the 
last named, although the least fancied of the lot, won by a 
length from Springbok in 2.084; the fastest time on record 
for a mile and a quarter. His next and last appearance was 
in the Saratoga Cup and a fit finish it was to a great racing 
career. Opposed to him was the pick of the racing stables. 
Preakness, who though aged carried even weights with the 
five year old; Grinstead, fresh from his victory in the All- 
Aged-Stake-, Olitipa, the flying filly of last year; -Aaron 
Pennington, who had proved himself a stayer in his Wood¬ 



wax in the Belmont Stakes at Jerome Park Spring Meeting, 
which he won, defeating Count D'Orsay, Btrachine, and five 
others. Ten days later he essayed a mile heat race for a 
$600 puree and beat Buckden and Mildew, distancing them 
both In the second heat. Time, 1.454; 1-444. At Long 
Branch he ran second to Tom Bowling, Count D'Orsay being 
third, with four unplaced. It will be remembered that great 
complaints were made about the start in this race, Tom

Stake worth $976; the Hotel Purse of $500, two mile heats, 
making in the second heat 1.42|, being the then fastest time 
on record, and It still remains the fastest recorded second 
heat with full weight up. At Saratoga he won the valuable 
All Aged Sweepstakes, defeating Mate, Survivor, and Dub¬ 
lin in 9.004. On July 80th the Saratoga Cup. Four days 
later an $800 purse, over a two miles and an-eighth course, 
Mate being his only opponent. On the following day Bar¬ 
bee was once more astride of him, this tinft in a three mile 


nothing in the race but him and Tom Bowling. He had not 
recovered from the effects of his fall when he was started 
for the Kenner Stake, two weeks later, and two Imported 
colts, the Dl-used and Strachlno, got first and second to his 
third. At the Jerome Park Fall Meeting, Tom Bowling. 
Springbok, Fellowcraft, Count D’Orsay, and Merndac started 
for the Jerome Stakes, and again had Col. McDaniel’s cham¬ 
pion to phy second fiddle to the bearer of the green and 
orange sash. On the following Saturday he was started in a 
mile-heat race for a $700 purse, and after Minnie Mac, who 
was then wonderfully fast for a mile, had taken the first heat 


teemed to be winning easily; but a most Drllllant and deter¬ 
mined piece of riding by Hayward, brought the old horse 
up with a rush, and Springbok tiring away to nothing, only 
managed to win by a scant half-length. The victory was 
certainly due to Barbee's resolute riding, Indeed we never 
taw him punish a hone more severly than he did Springbok 
on this occasion during the last fifty yards. This was his 
last race in 1874. Last year at the Jerome Park Spring 
Meeting he won a $600 purse of one mile and three-quarters, 
defeating Milner, Big Fellow, Big Bandy, and Donnybrook. 
Springbok and Mate came together once mare on the second 


bum Stake and Monmouth Cup victories; Rutherford, the 
winner of the four-mile race at Long Branch. Springbok 
and Preakness had the finish of the race to themselves in 1874, 
and again this year were they destined to ( flght it out on the 
same line, this time, however, they were'so evenly matched 
at equal weights, that they could not be separated at the 
finish, a dead heat being the verdict, with Grinstead next, 
four lengths behind. If instead of carrying so much lead, 
the weight had been made up by bone and muscle in the 
saddle. Springbok would doubtless have scored a decisive 
victory, for good light weight as Walter Clark undoubtedly 
is, in a severe race over a distance of ground, such as this 
was, he had not the strength at the finish to assist bis horse, 
as a more powerful jockey could have done. Springbok was 
then sold to Mr. Bernard, $15,000 being the stated price, for 
the purpose of being run by that gentlemen in the Pacific 
Jockey Club's, four-mile-beat race. How he journeyed to 
California, only to break down in his preparation for the 
race that fizzled out, must be fresh in the memory of our 
readers. When put to the stud he should prove a successful 
sire, if good breeding, good looks and remarkable racing 
abilities can insure it.

The history of 
the sturgeon ns far as an article of diet goes in the United 
States is a curious one. It is Just one of those cases, where 
public taste has been very much at fault, It was curious then, 
when one of the NcwYork State Commissioners of Fisheries, 
annoonoed at the late meeting of the Fish Culturlsts As¬ 
sociation, that they were endeavoring to re-introduce the 
much despised sturgeon into the state. Somehow or other, 


French know the value of It, and many a fishing and hunt- 
ing tourist has enjoyed a j>od bouillon made of sturgeon 
meat, which he has taken for chicken broth. During this 
lenten season, we would almost wager, that in the hands of 
a skillful cook, a bit of sturgeon properly dressed, would be 
so excellent as to puzzle the person who eat, as to whether 
it was meat or fish. But even with us, who have the great 
lakes and their fish products at our command, sturgeon are 
coming decidedly mom into use. Professor Milner, in his 
exhustlve work on the Fisheries of the Great Lakes, tells us 
that there is a firm in Sandusky, that puts up in one way 
or another, nine hundred thousand pounds of sturgeon every 
year, and that cavler prepared from the roes of American 
fish, rivals Russian ana American preparations. In think¬ 
ing over the subject of these false popular prejudices, one

There U a wide difference between a sportsumn and a v 

sporting man, by popular abbreviation a ''sport." To the k 
sportsman the appellation is objectionable, for the reason 1 
that while it is true that a sporting man may be a sports- t 
man, yet as a rule, where the former begins the latter ends, c 
The 'sportsman enjoys pleasure for the pure undeflled |)lcas- t 
ure it gives, for the recreation and rest it affords from ac- r 
tive labor, and for its health-giving powers; since as a ne- t 
cessity much exercise must be taken in the pursuit of came, 
and exercise is the price of health. The sporting >»n on i 

the other hand is a speculator on cbaui-e, and goes " -o it 1 
for the profit and gain quite as much as for the eveb sent « 
of the moment it affords. 

The sportsman is generally a man engaged in some a-, utve i 
business or professional pursuit, who contributes in one way . 
or another to the benefit of the community, while the sport¬ 
ing man is a drone, a consumer without being a producer- 
profiting by the chance opportunity of the occasion, and re 
ceiving but giving nothing in return, therefore of necessity 
addiMgkAther to the wealth of the community nor benefit- 
ting mankind. It is but natural that society should place a 
ban an him, and that the sportsman should object to being 
identified with him. 

It is but a short time since that «sme society has learned 
to distinguish the one from the other; and although there 
are those who are not yet sufficiently educated up to the sub¬ 
ject to discriminate between the two, there is cause enough 
for gratification that daily it is becoming better understood, 
and doubtless those who yet confound the two will eventu¬ 
ally learn to distinguish between them. 

Not so very long ago, with many, a sportsman, a vagabond 
and a lazy fellow were synonomous, and to the young man en¬ 
gaged in business being fond of a dog, a gun or a horse,serious¬ 
ly affected his business standing, and predicted for him ruin 
from his older business acquaintances. A party of sports¬ 
men going off on a shooting excursion, was accredited with 
making shooting only a pretext for the real motive of ca¬ 
rousing and gambling. If married their wives were looked 
upon with pity by their more sanctimonious acquaintances, 
and among the female portion of them there was much 

cause for congratulation that their own matrimonial lines 

had not been cast in the same waters. Even spinsters, who 
had reached the meridian of life and were traveling rapidly 
past thBt goal which every woman, more or less 
hopes to reach, a period when opportunities are not to be 
thrown away, looked with disfavor on him w^u was a sports¬ 
man. 

It was against this odium the sportsman had to contend, a 
prejudice begotten of ignorancea relic of Puritanism, and 
but little in keeping with the Intelligence of the American 
Nation and the enlightenment of the present century, But 
now it is different. Being a sportsman is not considered in¬ 
compatible with being a gentleman, a useful member of so¬ 
ciety, nor even with being a Christian, since in the ranks are 
to be found ministers, doctors, lawyers, merchants and 
farmers, and the various other branches of business and 
professions. Ho longer Is the horse, dog er gun the Insig¬ 
nia of the sporting man, the loafer or the vagabond, but 
rather of the manly man.

Our correspondent "Mack” comes back to the charge this 
week in answer to our remarks made on his first communi¬ 
cation. We fall to see that he has advanced one step in 
proving the correctness or advisability of his proposed rule. 
"Mack” unfortunately fails to profit by the syllogism he so 
clearly deducts from our editorial remarks. The rock he 
strikes upon is this-the law doea not make pulling a fraud, 
pulling Is a fraud of Itself, and the law simply provides a 
penalty for It.

THE tTAKES OF 1870. 

Under the proper department will be found a full list of 
entries for the numerous stakes which closed on the first 
Inst, with the exception of those of the Monmouth Park 
Association which have not yet come to hand, Some Idea 
of the rapid growth of the racing turf may be gathered 
from a glance at the number of races just closed, bearing 
in mind that twenty-two stakes for the American Jockey 
Clnh, Saratoga, Louisville and Nashville meetings were 
closed some time previous to this. Our limited space pre¬ 
vents our making any extended review of the entries under 
notice. The American Jockey heads the list with six stakes 
tor the present year and one for 1877. Two of theee the 
Centennial Stake and the Centennial Cup are new features, 
the first being a race of two miles and three-quarters for 
all ages which has twenty-one nominations, and the other 
also for alt ages, four miles, with twenty-two nominations.

“ As the scope of the Chicago Field on ita fish topic, 
is not to be scientific alone, but to be prac¬ 
tically useful, may we not be permitted to ask 
why an interchange of our fish with those coming from 
the seaboard is not made. What is the reason why fresh 
cod from New York or Boston, or halibut, are not found in 
quantity in the Chicago market? Such flsh bear transporta¬ 
tion admirably, at least in the present season, and could be 
sold at reasonable prices. If our own fresh fish are excel¬ 
lent in their way, we want variety. 

Mr. Fred. Mather, the well known fish culturist, will have 
in charge the aquaria at the Centennial Exhibition. Put¬ 
ting aside Mr. Mather’s well known scientific knowledge, his 
practical acquaintance with the rearing and preservation of 
fish, is second to none in the country. The following ex¬ 
tract from a letter of Mr. Mather’s will better explain what 
that gentleman proposes doing: 

“We want to make an exhibition for Europeans. We 
want to show them what we have in the way of fish and fish 
culture. They have, as a general thing, little idea of the 
wealth of our waters. They have but one species of eeox, 
(pike or pickerel) and only one perch, and one cat-fiBh. 
They are so hard up for flBh that they eat all the rags, 
(skates, tobacco-boxes, &c.,) and in the markets in France I 
have seen cyprinoids not three inches long, such minnows as 
we use for bait. We want them to see that we have better 
fish, and more of them than they have; also better flsh cultur* 
ists and more of them. 80 let us all pitch in and contribute 
to make up a good exhibition.” 

The Goverment exhibition of fish at the Centennial 
ises to be a remarkable one. In New York, Mr. Blackforo 
chairman of the committee on fresh and preserved fish, is 
receiving numerous contributions from every part of the 
country, and from Canada. One most interesting portion 
of the collection, will be one illustrating the methods em¬ 
ployed in capturing fish, and all the clever tricks and 
dodges employed by the white man or Indian to get the 
better of fish. 

This week is always somewhat of a jubilee in New lork 
flish markets As mantua makers have their openings so 
have the fish dealers. The 15th of March is then the open¬ 
ing of the New York flsh dealers for their display of brook 
trout, and Balmo Fontinalie appear In quantity, both of 
the cultivated and uncultivated kinds, and at prices ranging 
from fifty,cents a pound and upwards. In large fountains 
the live fish appear in all their flashing beauty, and you can 

K ick your fish for the sum of $1.50 a pound. Mr. Henry 
iee who writes so instructively in regard to fish in Land 
and Water, gives the following, as the result of his ex¬ 
periments in salmon and smelts. 

1st. That the smelts which go down to the sea weighing 2 
oz. or thereabouts, return from their first migration as grilse 
or "botchers,” of from 4#>. to 5tt>. weight. 

2d. That the salmon can exist for at least three years in 
the sea without ascending a river. 

3d. That (at any rate, from the end of its first to the end 
of its fourth year) it feeds more heartily, grows more rap 
idly, and is in better condition at one season of the year 
than at another. „ „ _ . ...

Fish Planting —The eggB at the Detroit Fish Hatching 
House, have begun to hatch, just at the time the super- 
intedent estimated they would. The total number of eggs is 
a little over 7 , 000 ^ 00 , more than one-half of which have al¬ 
ready hatched. The planting of them has already com¬ 
menced, 175,000 and 145,000 having been distributed 
among the lakes along the Detroit and Bay City Railroad. 
The distribution will continue until the supply is ex- 
hausted. The fish are shipped in small tanks containing 
about 10,000 each, and attendants accompany them to make 
the necessary changes of water during transit, and to attend 
the immediate “planting” upon arrival at their destination. 

Salmon Fishing in Scotland:— The salmon fishing 
openedonthe Dee, Don, Deveronand Spey, with only meagre 
results, owing to the unfavorable weather.

I should think every .sportsman has a vivid recollection o( 
his first gun; I certainly have of mine. The first gun I ever 
had nn interest in when I was about twelve years of age, 
uiy brother, who was a few years my senior, and myself] 
purchased on joint account; it was not a new one, it was 
second, third, fourth, or may be as many hand as you like. 
I remember it was a very ancient looking little weapon] 
about twenty (20) bore, single barrel, very bright and kept 
so by the frequent sand scourings we boys assisted by the 
neighbors'boys used to give it. I can’t say when she was 
manufactured, but she had quite a lot of what might be 
called Chinese figures engraved on her barrel and breech 
For this wonderful little field piece we paid or rather en- 
gaged to pay what was to us the very large sura of 18 
shillings, equal to 98 25. We did not give our joint note for 
tins amount, but did what we considered equally binding on 
us, we verbally promised to pay this amount to the person 
purchased of in a given time, and would most assuredly 
have fulfilled our engagement but for an unfortunate oc¬ 
curence which "busted” up our partnership and obliged the 
original owner of the gun to receive U back in lieu of the 
chance of receiving nothing. Now be it known that we were 
both secret partners in the concern, we were holding the gun 
on joint account entirely unknown to our parents, for well 
we knew they would not sanction such juveniles as us being 
in possession of firearms. Our father not being himself a 
sportsman, had no sympathy with us aspiring to become so; 
we used to hide our gun in the barn, and the getting it to 
and from its hiding place required considerable ingenuity 
yet vve managed to keep the secret for several weeks. BuU 
alas, like too many other secrets too many were in possess¬ 
ion of it, a neighbor's boy told his mother and she told some 
other boy s mother, who of course told our mother, and so 
the secret came out, and with the secret the gun from its 
cosy hiding place. No compromise was allowed in this mat¬ 
ter, nothing but an immediate return of the fowling peice to 
ns original owner would suit Mamma, who said it was a 
shame to sell boys a gun to shoot themselselves with so 
returned it was accordingly. What came of my first gun I 
can t say, but I remember well we both received such a 
castigation from our sterner parent that it did not find its 
way into our possesion again. I have owned several guns 
since tha’. lime and as is generally the case,am always thinking 
the last one is the best, and that is just what I think of the 
one I have now, and further on 1 will give my readers my 
reasons for thinking it is not only the best I ever owned but 
the best in principle I ever saw. Sometime after breech¬ 
loaders came in vogue l met a British officer with a 12 bore 
plnbre breech-loader. I was not longin finding out that in the 
held he had a decided advantage of me with my muzzle- 
loader, so on my next visit to England, I determined to -ret 
nte one of the new fashioned guns. I went 
to see our old family doctor, a great field sports¬ 
man. 1 said Doctor, I am going to buy a breech-loader 
and want your advice whom to buy from. His reply was

that a gun weighing between 7 lb. 8 o*. and 8 lbs. Is better. 
If a gun is properly balanced, the difference In weight is 
not felt and I think is overbalanced by the comfort in shoot¬ 
ing rapidly, there being much less recoil. The maker of 
the hammorless gun is Theophilus Murcott, 88 Haymarket, 
London, in whose business I may here say I have not the 
slightest interest. It is no matter to me whether he sells one 
gun In one year or one thousand; my only object In writing 
this paper, is to let my sporting friends know what I think 
of the hammerless gun and I have no doubt should any of 
them become possessed of one, they will think as I do, that 
it is the gun if guns. 


quick and sharp; it was, "If you want my advice it is' don’t 
buy one at all,” and going to his gun-case he handed me out 
his pair of favorite muzzle-loaders, saying, “The breech¬ 
loader never was made and never will be, that will shoot 
like those;’’ and I am sorry to say, I was fool enough to be¬ 
lieve him, and I took his advice and did not buy a breech¬ 
loader, which error I soon regretted and counterbalanced bv 
sending my order home for one. Here again I made a mis¬ 
take and bought a pin-lire instead of a central-fire; but I 
lacked experience in breeech-loaders—have had some since 
and hone u> iny profit. My pin-fire was a very good gun of 
its kind, but ulthough I thought so then, I think now the 
pin-tire is not so good as the central-fire; she was twelve-bore 
and weighed 61b. 12oz., which I then thought heavy enough 
and on tuis I have since changed my mina. My next gun 
was a 12-bore, central-fire, weight 71b. 6oz. This pleased me 
both in weight and principle better than my old pin-fire 
both were under-lever, double-grip fasteners, so neither 
had the advantage in this respect, but the central-fire gun 
has several advantages over the pin-fire, which satisfies me 
it is the better gun. But the gun 1 have now is, to my mind 
the gun of guns; I have used her one season, and nothing f 
ever handled comes so near to what I consider perfection in 
a gun as she does. I beg to impress on the minds of my 
readers that the word patent, has no charm for me; it is to 
be seen on everything, from a paper of pins to the deep 
sea cable grappling apparatus. I don't believe that one 
patent in one thousand is worth anything cither to the pat¬ 
entee or the public. This being my idea on patents, it may 
easily be believed, the very fact of an article being patented 
has no more value in my eyes, but Murcott’s patent hammer¬ 
less gun is to my mind the nearest to perfection of a shot 
gun that is in existence to-day; I can't imagine bow a gun 
could be more complete, unles, it couid be fired say, five or 
six times in succession like u revolver, and I don’t see how 
this could be done and leave the gun still as sightly as the 
ordinary double-barrel breech loader. Well, my gun has no 
hammers, and when 1 take off her locks and look at them 
und see how simple they are, theo I wonder that any breech- 
loader ever had hammers, for certainly there is no more oc¬ 
casion for them than there is for a ramrod; they are an ob¬ 
struction removed, and the gun is more simple and complete 
without them. The hammcrlcss gun has two advantages over 
the gun with hammers which are very important They are 
it is quicker, and safer; it isquicker from this fact, that the 
lever, like the lever of the Winchester rifle, which opens the 
gun also, cocks it so that when the cartridges are inserted 
und the gun closed, no hammers are to be raised; it is safer 
because there are no hammers to catch anything which 
might possibly cause an explosion, and no chance of its oc¬ 
curring by accidently pressing the wrong trigger when 
easing lock to half cock. There is a small safety lock on the 
top of the waist of the gun, which locks it and is easily 
moved as required, with slight pressure of the thumb from 
right to left, or vice versa, as required locked or unlocked by 
ihe shooter. The only thing that surprises me about the gun 
Is, that there are not one hundred in UBe where there is only 
one. 1 don’t believe the practical sportsman stands up who 
If he used one of these guns long enough to become 
used to it, would have any other; at first sight they 
ook mouley like without the hammers, so did the first breech¬ 
loader to me without the ramrod, but one’s eye soon be¬ 
comes accustomed to the change, and already with me the 
hammers appear quite an incumbrance; as to their ahooling 
qualities I presume they are the same as all first-class Eng¬ 
lish Dreech-loaders, good enough, at least mine suits me, 
and as far as I know shoots as well as any gun I ever owned. 
She is a 12 bore, 80 inch barrels, weight 7 lb. 12 oz. As I said 
before, I once thought a gun weighing « lbs. 12 oz heavy

White Hare Shooting In the North of Scotland. 

A more perfect view than that that which met my eyes on 
the 16th of January, 1876, as I strolled down after breakfast 
to meet the keeper at the head of the loch and arrange about 
the day’s doings, could hardly bo imagined. For some five 
or six miles in front of me stretched a sheet of water, no¬ 
where more than a mile broad, and broken by many jutting 
points and tiny bays; on either side were heavy masses of 
hills of irregular contour, while at the farther end rose the 
sharp cone-like peak of one that towered above its fellows, 
and which seemed to have been purjKisely placed there to 
complete the picture. The sun was only Just appearing over 
the Western range, which was in consequence in deep 
shadow, and hardly reached the loch, save in spots where 
long streaks of golden light, pouring down through 
the glens and corries, merged into the flood of brightness in 
which the whole of the opposite side was bathed. All this, 
however, might have been more or loss commonplace had it 
not been for the wonderful coloring evoked by the early rays 
of the sun. The hills, which rose up from the water's edge to 
the east of the loch, were densely covered with wood, mingled 
with patches of long unburned heather, and crowned with 
rocks—the dark green of the firs, spruces and hollies being 
relieved by the golden hue assumed by the larches and nat¬ 
ural birches in their winter garb, and by such open spaces 
as were covered with bracken. All this, mirrored in the 
calm black waters of the loch, with the cloudless sky above 
and the pleasant, fresh, frosty air around, made up such a 
tout ensemble as is not often to be met with in the Highlands 
of Scotland. 6 

My conversation with the keeper was short and to the 
point. The open weather we hiul been experiencing lately 
put “cock” out of the question. “How about the white 
hares?” I asked, "Oh! plenty, sir, plenty. We saw a great 
number the other day, sir, when we were up. I'll get the 
guns, and will go at once,” answered my somewhat sanguine 
and eager informant. However, as I bud been doing little 
for the previous fortnight, but act as amateur everything 
during the Christmas festivities, from a theatrical coach 
and general properties man to a carpenter, varied by oc¬ 
casionally balancing myself on one toe at the top of the lad¬ 
der for the purpose of tying something or another on the 
upper branches of a Christmas tree, I was glad enough to 
get the chance of a walk, though I could hardly expect to do 
much good amongst the hares at that lime of the year- so 
getting a couple of lads to carrv the spoil, off we went.’ ’ 
The path for some way lay along the loch,gradually rising 
higher and higher, until after crossing a small glen and 
burn, where, by the way, I picked up an outlying woodcock 
we found ourselves on the first tops. I have already said 
enough about scenery or the magnificent view from here 
with its panorama of lochs and island-studded sea would 
be well worthy of description. AJthough we now began to 
spread out on the chance of a low-lying hare, we hardly ex¬ 
pected to meet with anything much here, and indeed did 
not, excepting a rabbit, which I bagged, and a few grouse 
and black-game, which flushed as we passed. There were 
several old cocks among the latter, and I never see them 
without thinking with what groat advantage an alteration in 
the game laws might be made, protecting grey hens during 
say all but one month in the year, September for instance 
and delivering cocks over to the tender mercies of the 
sportsman up to the cud of February. Practically, I suspect 
this is already the case among most sportsmen; but if legal¬ 
ized, it might protect the grey hens from those tenants and 
owners who cannot fairly lay claim to that title, in con¬ 
nection with this subject, it would he very interesting and 
valuable to learn what effect the introduction of pheasants 
has had on those estates where black-game are more or less 
plentiful. A geod many keepers have told me that they 
traced the very decided falling off in tbe latter, which has 
taken place during the last few years, to the introduction of 
the former, and, as there 1 b no finer bird than the black- 
cork, or more savoury than the young and tender grey hen 
it would be a great pity to allow the pheasant, which can 
only be bred to advantage in the Lowlands, to in any way 
usurp the place of a bird whose characteristics are 
essentially Highland. 

However, to return. After passing over this plateau, 
wh cb was all more or less strong heather, we came to the 
real tops, composed entirely of loose rubble, rocks and 
grass, and forming first rate sheep walks. Here the real 
business of the day commenced; 1 was to keep along the sky 
line, while the others were to beat the sides and below the 
well known tendendcncy of the white hare to make for the 
highest ground thus provided for. The walking soon be¬ 
came really stiff; a nearly perpendicular hill, with little but 
loose shale to walk up, is no joke, and, unfortunately 
neither London life nor Christmas dancing puts one into good 
condition. To add to this, the cold,which had gradually been 
increasing, soon became almost unbearable, introduced to 
me as It was by a keen, biting north east wind. We had left 
the low grounds soft and sludgy untouched by frost, had 
found the lower tops partially frozen, while here tbe ground 
was like a brickbat, the bogs hard frozen, and every puddle 
and pool a mass of ice, while immense icicles hung from 
every rock. Half-way up I bagged my first hare. I was 
toiling up a loose mass of Btones. when it suddenly made its 
appearance within twenty yards of me, and in another sec¬ 
ond was rolling kicking down to the bottom; this entailed 
my descending and re-ascending plus the weight of the 
bare, which I should not have cared so much about had I 
not forgotten; after taking my sandwiches out of my game 
bag to make room for it to replace them. 6 

On reaching the lop I kept along it, occasional hares, like 
moving balls of snow, either coming within shot or Dassinir 
u front of me until my game bsg so Increased in weight 
that I was glad when a sudden dip enabled me to com¬ 
municate with the beaters, and get rid of my burden It 
was often easy to see the hares in their snow-white winter 
dresses some little distance off, and over and again I un¬ 
successfully tried stalking them. Sixty to eighty yards 
was, however, tbe nearest 1 could get, and once I fired at 
the former distance, with tbe curious result of finding what 
bad seemed the bore-hill side, without cover for a mouse 
suddenly start Into life at tbe shot, eight or ten hares' 
before invisible, scampering off simultaneously. A few

M ?, h ? n , e V’? y ard!! off. and, catching 
sight well forward, I fired—one somersault, irad she l«v 
without a kick, not a pellet having struck her further buck 
than the shoulder. Mac's astonishment was worth seeinv 
as he grounded his gun and exclaimed, "Well, and wasl,' 
you, sir?” and then, as if he had been expecting me to an 
pear at that precise moment all along, "Well done air- well 
killed, sir; my left barrel's choked up, sir; and I can't shoot 
right at all sir; she a grand hare, sir. 1 ’ It was Mac's weak 
ness to speak ruther fast, and to say "sir" a dozen times'in 
any ordinary sentence; but if it is remembered that English 
to him wsb as much an acquired language as French is i q 
most of us, the wonder is that he spoke It as well us he did 
even though Highland English is proverbial for its ex’ 
cellency. 

Luncheon had next to be thought of, and, as I bud none 
of my own, a "piece" from one of the men’s was soon placed 
at ii y disposal, which, followed by a dram and u pine was 
more than sufficient. While eating there was a wami 
argument us to whether a speck of white about a quarter o( 
a mile oft was a hare or not. I thought it was, and, as soon 
as I bad finished, took my gun and stalked it. It, however 
turned out to be a white stone, and 1 was returning dis¬ 
consolately when not twenty yards from ii sprang a real 
hare, which I at once knocked over. We then proceeded to 
beat such tops in the vicinity as had not already been dis¬ 
turbed, and though the hares were as wild us hawks we 
managed to pick up one every now and then. Once ’ Mac 
amused me immensely. He was on the flat top of an almost 
precipitious hill, while I was on a ridge which ran around it 
twenty or thirty yards lower down, and a hare which he had 
put up camte running down to me amid much vociferation 
on his part. I missed it clean with my first barrel, but 
knocked it over with the second, and, though it got up and 
struggled round the corner of a rock, 1 saw it lying, pro!)- 
ably unable to rise, about fifteen yards off. Just then some 
slight noise made me look up, and there 1 saw Mac with his 
gun pointed at the hare, he meanwhile lying on his stomach 
so far forward over the precipice that I still wonder how on 
earth he ever got back again. HiB whole attitude was sa 
ludicrous that it set me off In fits of laughing, and I couldn’t 
snout to tell him not to fire at the moribund animal Not 
that he was in any hurry to do so, for he kept on aiming for 
a full minute, and then, not being twenty yards from the 
wretched creature, he fairly riddled it. A second afterwards 
he was rushing full lilt down among a mass of loose boulders, 
where most people would not have cared to have trusted 
their limbs, and in two more he was examining tbe hare with 
the eye of an owner, and saying to me, “Grand shot, sir. 

** er ^ rom *^e top of tbe hill; a very long shot, sir. 
Whers s !four hare, sir?” It was in vain to assure Mac 
that this was my hare; he wouldn’t, and to this moment 
doesn t believe it. A few more that we killed made the bag 
begin to get unpleasantly heavy, even though we were all 
now carrying a share, and we soon turned homewards, pick¬ 
ing up another couple before descending. I do not remem¬ 
ber the exact number we had. but 1 know each and ail of us 
were thankful when we unstrapped our gamebags on reach¬ 
ing home. 

White hares are, I am sorry to say, rapidly decreasing iu 
numbers in most parts of Scotland, ana in some plnces, 

where but a few years back two and three hundred used to 

be often killed in a day’s hare driving, they are, practicully 
speaking, extract. Many reasons have been given for this; 
some say the mild winters we have lately experienced are 
the cause, though surely last winter was severe enough; 
others say the rabbits have driven them out, and to some ex¬ 
tent this may be very likely true, though there is of neees 
slty much ground favorable for hares on which rabbits would 
not thrive, nor would, indeed, stay. I think myself, while 
admitting that there are localities in which the rabbits are 
the chief offenders, that the great increase of stock put on 
the farms of late years has probably as much to do with it 
as anything, as not only does the stock itself disturb the 
□ares, but the shepherds have so much more to do now, soil 
are so much more often on the hill during spring with their 
dogs, that the number of young ones destroyed by them 
(never a very small one) must have wofully increased. Thin 
is the more to be regretted, because hare shooting, with as 
occasional ptarmigan, is the only sport which the higher 
Bcotch mountains afford, and I would venture to suggest 
that It would be well worth while for proprietors to try the 
effects of new blood, by Introducing a few Irish mountain 
hares. This has to my knowledge, been attended, iu al 
2^*1 ? ne with marked success.— n D." in London

Southern India suffered severely—indeed, a chorus of 
couching was hoard all night. Blankets have been served 
out since to all the camp followers, but they are black and 
rive a funereal aspect to them as they sit round the camp 
Sres Next day the snowy range was hidden by fog. The 
Prince on returning from Nvnee Tal, was met by the shoot¬ 
ing elephants, and under General Ramsey’s direction the 
country was beaten for tigers, which were reported to be 
near at hand. It needs much patience to plod on the back 
ur an elephant in the sun through marsh and jungle. After 
several blanks, the Prince and party were posted round a 
Dutch of deep grass and reeds with water near it. The ele¬ 
phants, formedtn line, were sent in to beat. Nothing was seen 
lit first, and, unfortunately, the Prince was shifted to another 
place. Immediately after he had moved, out rushed a 
splendid tiger within twenty paces of where he had just 
been statiened, but whence he bad now removed some fifty 
yards further. The Prince fired, but the grass was high, 
and the tiger, which received the fire of others of the party, 
cot off untouched. Subsequently a leopard was started 
From the jungle, which the Prince wounded, and which was 
killed only after several balls had been lodged in it. Deer 
were found on the way home, and afforded good sport. 

The novelty of the scenery and of the life in some measure 
compensated for the disappointment in regard to tigers. 
Around the vast plains and forests of the Terai the jungle 
extended os far as the eye could reach to the blue Himalayas. 
Al night a great fire was lighted, and the prince sat, wrapped 
in his cloak, listening to General Ramsey’s Btories of Indian 
life, and discussing the arrangements for the next day’B 
sport. On the iltn, after having breakfasted at the camp, 
the party was divided into two, and beat the country across 
to a place called Pcepup Pcrow, thirteen miles to the east¬ 
ward, but, as on the previous day, there was no luck 
Tracks of u tigress followed by three cubs were made out at 
one place, but the most diliguent perquisition by elephants 
failed to discover their lair. The country is swarming with 
other game. Peepup Perow will not he found upon maps, 
except those of the local officers. 

The Prince of Wales was seated in front of a blazing camp 
lire, listening to the music of the excellent band of the 3d 
Ooorkba Regiment, playing Verdi, Offenbach, Doni¬ 
zetti, Mozart, with a chorus of jackals; and wolves in the 
distance, clear moonlight and stars shining; and this in the 
heart of the Terai, the home of wild beasts. The camp at 
Peepup was broken up at ten this (Saturday) morning, when 
three parties were formed to shoot on the way to a place 
nine miles distant; but detours in the jungle are long and 
many, and the distance absolutely was considerably more. 
There was some appropriate tiger ground, which General 
Ramsey beat admirably; but the landlords were not at home, 
and it is a drawback to a tiger-search pure and simple that 
other game must pass unmolested. Whan the coverts were 
found void the Prince and his party shot on tbelr way to the 
camp, and a great variety of game was obtained—deer, sev¬ 
eral species, wild boar and birds. The two parties in 
charge of Mr. Colvin and Mr. Prinsep got their fair share of 
sport, but beat for tigers in vain, and were content with 
sambur, cbeetul, and other large and small deer. This 
part of the Terai is composed of prairie and primeval forest 
intersected by streams which in places form deep morasses, 
in which tall elephants are buried up to the shoulders. The 
wilds teem with strange birds, peacocks, partridges, para¬ 
keets, vultures, plover, falc.onidie, snipes, quails, water-fowl, 
and an infinity of reed-birds, some very minute and beauti¬ 
ful. There are also wolves, jackals, foxes, porcupines, four 
species of deer and two of antelopes. The grass is so very 
high that the course of the game is to be tracked only by 
the waving reeds and the agitation of the elephants. Only 
tigers are wanting to complete the sportsman’s psradisc; but 
there are plenty of them to come. The people are very anx¬ 
ious that tigers should be killed, as they cause enormous 
losses in cattle and interfer e with agriculture."

Editor Chicago Field. I am glad to see by your last is¬ 
sue that the Audobon Club are determined to enforce the 
Fish and Game Laws whenever any violation of them are 
reported. Now If any of them will take the trouble to look 
between the Ft. Wayne, and M. 0. R. R. bridges, they will 
find the Calumet obstructed by a large pound net, and this 
being done under the nose of tne German Club House, 1 
dont think they need look for the owner of it any farther 
than said club. Two miles farther up, near Lake Station, 
they will find a large seine, owned and run by Swain Blank. 
We have four more on the Calumet in this county, but I 
can’t find parties who hare the time and means to prosecute 
them. Tne Calumet was formerly the favorite trolling 
waters of the Chicago Waltonians, Dut owing to the influx of 
Bermans and Swedes along Its banks of late years, pickerel 
and bass are almost unknown. These parties have an idea 
that they own the water and all that’s In it. A wholesome 
bBson by a heavy fine, a seizure of these river seines and 
pounds,” would I think give us a chance for a mess of fish 
occasionally.

The late har¬ 
vest was followed by heavy rains, which fell no fewer than 
twenty-four days in October; but the . weather was more 
favorable for shooting during November and in the early 
part of December. On almost all the estates of the county 
large bags of partridges, pheasants, and hares were secured. 
Partridges especially were found unusually abundant and in 
excellent condition. On several estates in Strathearn the 
number of birds bagged ranged from 600 to 1000 head. 
Capercailzie were shot iD large numbers in the fine woods of

A Singular Death: —A post-mortem examination of a 
doe, belongingto Mr. C. W. Marsh, revealed a singular cause 
of death.

It was her habit to chase the antelopos, 
and, catching one, she would pull out a mouthful of hair 
and swallow it. Last week she suddenly became ill, and 
died in a few days. Upon opening ber it was discovered 
that a bunch of hair had wadded together and had 
plugged one of tho smaller intestines, causing death. 

Returned:— Mr. A. H. Sellers of Chicago, and Mr. Ed. 
Ayers of Harvard, Ills., returned on Saturday last from a 
short shooting trip to Beaver Lake, Indiana, where they 
killed over 200 pin-tailed and mallard ducks, aud li geese. 
The ducks were very wild and kept far out, sitting on the 
ice. Large numbers of bald eagles were hovering arduud, 
and every now and then swooping down on the ducks; start¬ 
ing them shoreward; but the eagles were determined to have 
their share of the spoils, and accordingly carried off many a 
duck that was shot. 

The Gun Boat Fleet. —After routing the enemy on the 
Meridosia, Commodore Turrill flushed with victory, deter¬ 
mined to follow him up.

The Penetration of Rifle-Bullet*. 

The inabilityof his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales to "knock 
over* a tiger, although repeatedly struck by bullets from an 
express rifle, has again revived the long-dormant discussion on the 
iMjqetratiou of “sporting" rifle projectiles. Mr Greener, of Birm 
Ingham, gives some interesting information on thin matter lie 
remarks that the steel-pointed bullet has always been regarded a* 
the best kind for penetration, but when flred at the «ku11 of an 
elephant it has been discovered that the leaf! separates from the 
steel point on striking; this is owing to the diameter of the lead 
being greater than that of tho ste I (mint. This cannot be avoided, 
ror If the steel point is not kept Aiunller than tho lend it will 
scratch and injure tho rifling of tho barrel. Hardened lead bullets 
are far better for this purpose. Twelve*bore double rifles lire 
made for eleuliani-shootlng, taking a cart rid ire-case which will 
contain eight dmchms of pow ler, with a hardened spherical or 
short conical bullet. The weight of these rifles should bo 181b 
to 141b. Some Sportsmen prefer the Henry bullet, 400 boro, weigh- 
lng 480 grains. This is slightly hardened, and with a charge of 85 
grains wo can penetrate six 1-incb elm boards, nailed 1 Inch apnrl 
at a distance of 12 yards, but the bullet gets flattened very much 
flvc 118 igniter). By hardening the bullet more a 

still better penetration may be obtained. Mr. W Greener, of 
Birmingham, has tried a bullet much lighter —850 grains, with 4 
drachms of powder; hut the penetration with this is but five 
(sards. The bullet should not l>e lighter than 480 grains and 
made as hard as possible, composed of two.third* of old type and 
one third of lead, or if alloyed with tin antimony it wlll answer 
qultoas well. Mr. Greener also maintains that there is nothing 
so effective as a large-bore shell for elephent shooting. The same 
authority also remarks that a light hollow express ballet, 450 - 
gauge, with a charge of four drachms »»f |N»w<1cr will imnolnttu 
flvc 1-inch o!ui boards at twolvo yards. The 8nidcr express bullet 
with three dmchms of powder, will penetrate four iHtanls, enter¬ 
ing the tlrst board by a hole the diameter of the bullet, uud in¬ 
creasing in slxe gradually to two inche*. Mr. W. Greener has 
built several No. 8 bore guns, weighing l«lb, and 24-inch barrels, 
tbs chargo of powder being ten drachms, with spertcal ball. This 
largo bore is required to stop a charging elephant at close quarters. 
He also makes them as largo as Ifo. 4 bore lor this purpose, and 
weighing 201U, and considers this to be the largest rifle that oau he 
used from tho shoulder. The breech action works pleasantly, and 
will resist double the above charge if required, without any nos- 
slbility of the cartridge case bursting at the rim, or to admit of any 
escapeof gas at the breech. There isnosprlug in this breech action, 
and it possesses great binding power. Tho top bolt is worked by a 
spindle fixed between the break-off and the trigger-plate; the spin- 
die is connected by a crank or swivel to the double grip lover. 
By moving the lover to open the gun the spindle is acted upon, 
and withdraws tho top bolt; by closing the gun, the double-grip 
and top bolt secure the barrels at the same time. Mr. Greener 
calls this the treble grip-fast.
